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WANT  TO  IMPROVE  YOUR  RECEPTION? 

by  Erwin  Goldsmith 

KPFA  can  be  received  anywhere  within  100  miles  of  Berkeley,  and  there  are 
many  places  where  reception  is  possible  at  200  miles  or  beyond. 

Some  time  ago,  I  heard  a  recording  made  of  our  transmission  at  Mt.  Shasta  (240 
miles),  which  sounded  better  than  the  way  a  lot  of  people  receive  us  in  Mill  Valley. 
I  have  personally  heard  the  station  with  excellent  fidelity  in  the  Coast  Range  near 
Santa  Maria  (230  miles),  and  with  a  transistor  portable  on  top  of  Mt.  Dana  (160 
miles)  and  in  the  mountains  near  Lake  Tahoe  (135  miles).  Occasionally  we  get  re- 
ports from  Fallon,  Nevada  (220  miles),  and  once  a  confirmed  report  came  to  us 
from  Colorado,  over  900  miles.  While  we're  on  this  kick  (what  hams  call  "dx"),  I 
once  heard  KPFA,  KPFB,  and  KPFK  all  from  the  same  spot:  Mt.  Hamilton.  Obvious- 
ly, a  lot  depends  on  terrain.  For  example,  in  the  Sacramento  Valley,  reception  is  mar- 
ginal in  Marysville  (95  miles),  but  it  is  much  better  in  Nevada  City  (115  miles),  2500 
feet  above  sea  level. 

This  means  that  the  potential  listener  in  Marysville  has  to  expend  more  effort 
(and  money)  to  receive  KPFA  than  his  luckier  soul-mate  in  the  Sierra  Foothills. 

The  first  requirement  is  a  tall  mast  on  which  to  mount  the  antenna ;  you  might 
make  use  of  an  existing  TV  mast,  or  a  tall  pine  tree,  or  a  fortuitous  hillside.  Unob- 
structed height  is  essential. 

Since  the  antenna  proper  (at  the  top)  represents  only  a  portion  of  the  cost,  it's 
not  a  good  idea  to  put  up  a  poor  one — or  a  wrong  one! 

In  almost  all  cases  I  have  recommended  a  ten-element  FM  Yagi  antenna.  The 
cost  is  about  $20.  The  three  makes  and  models  I'm  familiar  with  are  Taco  G-610, 
Finco  FM-5,  and  Winegard  SF  100.  They  have  to  be  aimed  at  the  station,  since  they 
are  fairly  directional.  Next  comes  the  wire  (transmission-line)  used  to  bring  the 
signal  from  the  antenna  to  your  set.  There  are  a  number  of  different  types  which  find 
application  under  different  conditions.  If  you  have  a  "multipath"  problem  (rasping 
distortion  caused  not  so  much  by  weak  signal,  but  rather  by  multiple  reflections  of 
the  signal  coming  to  your  antenna  from  various  directions)  you  must  use  coaxial 
(shielded)  cable.  The  exact  location  of  the  antenna  can  sometimes  make  a  great  differ- 
ence. Take  a  portable  transistor  radio  up  to  the  roof  and  search  for  the  spot  where 
the  signal  sounds  loudest  and  clearest. 

Under  certain  conditions  the  use  of  an  antenna  preamplifier  is  helpful.  Only  the 
type  that  is  mounted  immediately  under  the  antenna  at  the  top  of  the  mast,  such  as 
the  Winogard  AP-375,  is  recommended. 

Much  could  be  written  about  the  receiver.  It  should  of  course  be  as  sensitive  as 
you  can  afford,  but  one  thing  is  a  must:  a  pair  of  screws  on  the  back  so  you  can  con- 
nect the  transmission  line  to  it.  And  together  the  receiver,  the  antenna,  and  the  trans- 
mission line  must  be  adequate  for  reception  at  your  particular  location.  In  fact,  they 
should  be  more  than  just  barely^ adequate,  or  else  your  reception  may  vary  with  time 
of  day  or  the  fog,  or  whether  your  neighbor  across  the  street  forgot  to  close  his 
aluminum  garage  door. 

If  you  aren't  in  a  position  to  install  your  own  antenna,  look  in  the  yellow  pages 
under  "Antennas."  In  either  case,  you  might  want  to  write  to  us  for  more  detailed

In  1957  he  worked  for  the  Cleveland  Press  as  a-  copy  boy 
and  assistant  writer  in  the  Radio-TV  Department.  During  his  Army  service,  from 
1958  to  1960,  he  was  Program  Director  for  the  Armed  Forces  Korea  Network  sta- 
tion in  Seoul.  His  first  job  in  San  Francisco,  following  release  from  the  Army,  was 
with  KDFC,  an  FM  classical  music  station.  While  working  with  printing,  insurance 
and  trucking  businesses  in  San  Francisco.,  he  studied  Japanese,  and  continued 
studies  in  political  science  and  philosophy.  He  has  done  a  small  amount  of  writing, 
but  he  hasn't  stayed  with  it.)
